Mr. L. K. Kentwell On 
» The Warpath | — 


REJECTED BY SINGAPORE. 


Criticism of Hankow Concession 
; Surrender, 


' Singapore, Aug. 31. 

Mr, Lawrence K. Kentwell,, 
British  attorney-at-law, . and 
founder of two newspapers pub- 
Hshed in China, is a passenger on 
board: the steamer “Khyber,” 
bound for China. Mr. Kentwell 
arrived from Shanghai on the 
“Rawalpindi” on ‘Friday, but 
owing to information they had 
received the local authorities took 
steps to prevent Mr. Kentwell 
landing at Singapore. Arrange- 
ments weye made for his return 
to China board the Khyber.” 

Mr. Kentwell, when interview- 
ed by a “Free Press” reporter on 
board the “Khyber,” said that he 
had not come out to do any pro- 
paganda work although he made 
it clear that he was greatly op- 
posed to what he termed “British 
Snobbery” in China. — ° 


He further. stated: I came on 
the “Rawaipindi” as a first class 
saloon passenger from Hong 
Kong :to Singapore. I am the 
proprietor of the “China 
Courier.”" The “Courier” was 
founded by me to fight against 
British . snobbery at Shanghai. 
On the ship's arrival on Friday 
an Inspector came on board and 
asked me to remain on board. 


With regard to my detention 
here, I have not come here to do 
any propaganda work but merely 
on a pleasure and business trip 
at the invitation of a friend who 
is in the shipping business in the 
North of Ohina and I ‘consider 
my deténtion here, or rather the 
‘refusal to allow me-toland, most 
unfair, 60 te, 

Father English. 


My father is an Englishman 
and mother is a Chinese, I was 
educated at Columbia university, 
New York, and I am ‘also a 
graduate of Oxford University 
anda member of the English 
Bar. I came out to China after 
the Great War and started prac- 


«| tice.’ My practice has been very’ 


succeasful. I was in the British 
army from 1917 to 1919 and I 
returned to China after my de- 
mobilisation in 1919, ; 

The fact that my practice was 
so good I attribute to my know- 
ledge of the Chinese language 
: lawyers 
shewed professional jealousy. 
This is because I am of mixed 
blood, 


Of course I attribute the fact 
that. I was”: struck off the roll 
by the British Judge, Mr. Peter 
Grain to be because of my politi- 
cal activities, Because of ‘their 
attitude towards me I went to 
Hankow in December last. I was 
at Nanghai ‘and I. came up to 
Hankow with Eugene Chen and 
had a conference with Borodin.

that I was appointed adviser to 
the Wuhan government. : I wrote

Low Tide in River Delays Arrival 
_ At Whampoa. a 

Owing to an exceptionally low 
tide in the Canton river yester- 
day, the night steamers to Hong 
Kong ‘were unable to negotiate 
the three bars and arrived in the 
vicinity of the Whampoa forts as . 
dark was falling. : 

Martial law being in force in 
this area, no yessel ia permitted 
to pass Whampoa after daylight - 
and-the three steamers, ““Lung- 
shan” (Hong Kong and Macao. 
Steamboat. Company), “Charles. 
Hardouin” (Tung On Steamship 
Company) and’ “Kwongtung” 
(Yuen On Steamship Company) 
were fired on from the forts as 
they. approached. .
